JX of BritishColumbia, having reference to the Sand 
Heads of Fraser River, are hereby rescinded. 
_ The following directions are published for general 
information : 

The Beacons carried away'since last fall have been 
re-constructed, excepting the South Sand Head No. 1, 
and the-following alterations and additions made. The 
Light Ship now building will be placed near to the 
South Sand Head, being substituted for No. 1 Beacon): 

The Beacons are formed with clusters of piles, e¢cbh 
Beacon having a distinguishing feature at the top of 
the piles, and being numbered consecutively from to 
10, irrespective of the Crib on the North Sand Head. 

No. 2. Beacon, Nortu Sayp Heap—Placed in 1 foot 

at low water, } 4 cable from tle buoy in aN. W. direc- 
tion, showing from a Southerly bearing a black dia- 
mond elevated on\a pole 16 feet above the top of the 
piles. 
. A} ofa cable distant from No. 2 Beacon, farther on 
the Sand, is a loaded crib in an incomplete state at 
present; at high water spring tides it is awash, but at 
low water it looms like the hull of a small vessel. A 
pole 20 feet long with a black board at the top point- 
ing to the Channel is secured to it. A permanent Sea 
Mark will be built upon it in the course of a few months, 
of which due notice shall be given. 

No. 3. Beacon, Nortu Sanp—In 6 feet at low water, 
shows black and white horizontal stripes both on the 
pole and beacon, and is situated about half-way be- 
tween chequered and black buoys. ; 

No. 4. Beacon, NortH Sanp—1 cable distant in a S. 
W. direction from black top buoy, is distinguished by 
a black. triangle elevated on a white pole 16 feet above

The steamers Onward and Lillooet arrived from 
Yale yesterday, bringing an express for Dietz & 
Nelson, with a Cariboo mail 7 files of the Sen- 
tinel of the 19th inst. Mr. E. B. Holt, of this 
city, who is a shareholder in ti, famous Ericeson 


Claim, came down yesterday. Mr. Holt brought 
us a sample of wheat taken front Mr. Waldron’s 
farm at Soda Creek, which for quality could 
scarcely be excelled in any country. He informs 
‘us that the crops along the wayside look temark- 
ably well, The news from the diggings is ‘quite 
niimportant- Everything on Williams Creck 
appears to be dulland flat. The markets have 
undergone little change, although flour is held 
firmer at a slight adv: ance upon last quotations. 
The Sentinel contains a very sdnsible leader, pro- 
testing against the Co rnwall Hat Valley monop- 
oly. The Sentinel would do well to grapple with 
real evils and abuses instead of endeavoring to 
conjure up imaginary Ones to serve political pur- 
poses.’ The amount of gold shipped from Cari- 
boo for the past mouth is set down at $277 7,000, 
** being,” says the Sentinel,“ an immense increase 
over the corresponding mouth of 186%.” The 
same paper, in allading to the late visit of the 
Colonial Sceretary says :—“ We must say that 
Mr. Birech_has made a favorable impression during 
his stay by his frank and coueiliatory disposition,” 
George Weaver had returned from a prospecting 
tour in the Horse-fly country. He does not re- 
port the discovery of any rich diggings. He ex- 
tended his exploratious to within 40 miles of the 
Big Bend, and thinks that if a road were made 
through from Cariboo, the Big Bend could be 
Teached in five days.’
